“Having Made these,findings, I do 
mot consider it necessary to discuss 
the question of whether or not the 
policies ever were in force, but it 
might be pointed out in this connec- 
tion that there 1s a condition in the 
policies that they shal) not take 
effect until the first premium is paid 
to the company and that ail pre- 
miums are payable at the head office 
ot the company at Winnipeg. The 
notes were given to the agent in his 
own name and there is no evidence 
that they were ever accepted by the 
company as payment. The = pre- 
miums were never paid to the head 
oftice in Winnipeg, but at a branch 
office in Calgary, and there is no 
evidence that they ever reached 
Winnipeg. Further, they were paid, 
not by the insured nor by their 
direction or request, but by the 
plaintiff, the agent of the company, 
for the purpose of rendering the de- 


fendants liable on their notes. The 
plaintiff was not the agent of the 
defendants for that purpose and 


ould not so render them liable.”
